DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 18-20, 22-28, 34-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In Claims 18, 22 and 34, the language "another lower alkyl group" is not defined, the 
phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations 
following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). Also 

In Claims 19 and 23, the coefficient m is not clearly defined because the language "1,2, 
3, or more" does not have an upper limit. Also, the language "0 or 1 or more" for coefficient n is 

not clearly defined. 

Claims 20, 24-28 and 35-36 are rejected because they are dependent claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 21, 29-31, 37-44 are allowed. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 27-28 and 32-33 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

The word "comprises" should be changed to - represents ~ to avoid confusing because 
"comprises" is open language. Appropriate correction is required.
